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Of  the  Right  Honourable 

Thomas  Winnington^  Efq; 

HOwever  difagreeable  Appeals  of  this 
kind  may  be,  yet  the  fcandalous 
Slanders  that  have  been  fo  induf- 
trioufly  propagated,  make  it  neceffary  for 
me  at  prefent,  to  ftand  forth  in  Defence  of 
myCondudt,  on  a  late  melancholly  Occa- 
fion:  The  Death  of  Mr .Winnington,  who, 
I  have  the  Honour  to  fay,  was  my  Friend, 
as  well  as  Patient,  afforded  too  fincere  a 
Caufe  of  Concern  to  need  any  Aggravation 
from  the  Voice  of  Calumny  :  However, 
I  fhould  have  treated  the  Attacks  of  fuch 
Enemies  with  the  Contempt  they  deferved, 
was  I  not  apprehenfive,  that  they  are  cal¬ 
culated  to  impofe  on  the  too  eafy  Credu¬ 
lity  of  others*  I  am  not  infenfible  from 
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what  Quarter  thefe  poifoned  Arrows  are 
fhot;  private  Inter  eft  evidently  points  out 
the  AiTaffins ;  nor  is  it  to  be  wondered, 
when  the  Shrines  are  in  Danger ,  that  the 
Workmen  ftould  clamour  in  fupport  oj  the 
Craft . 

Whatever  Pretences  fome  may  make  to 
Infallibility,  Experience  too  fatally  proves 
it  is  no  Attribute  of  the  Phyfician  ^  and 
indeed  was  every  Profeffor  to  be  accounta¬ 
ble  for  the  Succefs  of  his  Recipe,  I  fear  the 
Bills  of  Mortality  would  furnifh  copious 
Subjects  of  Enquiry  on  the  Conduct  of  the 
Faculty.  It  is  fome  Confolation,  when  I 
reflect,  that  this  is  the  firft  Time  I  have 
been  called  to  the  Bar  of  the  Public,  du¬ 
ring  a  fuccefsfiil  Courfe  of  Practice ;  and 
that  under  the  Argus-c y’d  Infpeftion  of 
fome  of  my  Brethren,  who,  I  believe, 
will  not  be  fufpedled  of  too  great  a  Ten- 
dernefs  in  concealing  my  Mifcarriages.  I 
may  therefore  at  lead  claim  the  Indulgence 
of  a  young  Offender,  nor  fhall  I  ever  be 
hardy  enough  to  vye  with  the  mod  emi¬ 
nent  of  thole  learned  Gentlemen  in  Phy- 
lica!  Achievements ;  for  though,  like  Saul, 
I  be  allowed  to  have  (lain  my  Thoufands, 
thev  will  ft  ill  have  the  Advantage  with 
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David ,  of  having  facrificed  ten  Times  the 
Number. 

As  all  Reformations  in  their  Beginning 
have  been  branded  with  the  odious  Names 
of  Herefy  and  Faction,  no  wonder  an 
Attempt  to  introduce  one  in  Phylic  fhould 
be  attended  with  the  fame  Fatality,  and  the 
Promoter  of  it  expofed  to  the  Fury  of  fome 
Inquifitors,  whofe  Endeavours  are  rather 
to  skreen  the  Errors  and  difguife  the  Arts , 
than  eafe  the  Expence,  and  promote  the 
real  Science  of  Medicine  :  Hence  the  Prac¬ 
tice  in  Phyfic,  like  Myfteries  in  Religion, 
is  inculcated  as  a  Point  of  Faith,  not  of 
Reafon  ;  and,  indeed,  an  implicit  Belief  in 
the  Virtue  of  a  Diploma ,  is  often  the  beft 
Security  for  the  Reputation  of  the  DoBor . 
1  could  furnijfh  fome  illuftrious  Examples 
in  fupport  of  this  Truth  but  as  my  pre- 
ient  Bufinefs  is  Defence,  not  Accufation, 

I  (hall  referve  them  till  (as  the  Royal  Pfal- 
mift  obferves)  mine  own  Offences  are  wiped 
away ,  and  my  Sins ,  which  are  now  faid  to 
he  as  Scarlet yJhall  become  white  as  Snow . 

In  order  to  effect  this,  I  fhall  lay  before 
the  Public  a  fair  State  of  Mr.  Winningtoti  s 
Cafe,  unclouded  with  the  Sophiftry  of 
Argument,  and  fupported  only  by  the  Evi¬ 
dence

tience  of  Facts  :  After  Hating  the  various 
Symptoms  that  attended  the  Diftemper,  I 
fhall  explain  the  different  Applications, 
which  1  judged  conducive  to  the  Cure  ; 
but  as  the  magical  Characters  of  a  modern 
Prefcription,  are  too  myfterious  for  com¬ 
mon  Apprehenlion,  I  hope  my  Brethren 
will  excufe  me,  fhould  I,  for  the  Sake  of 
being  more  generally  underftood,  fo  fir  de¬ 
viate  from  the  Rules  of  Art,  as  to  render 
mine  into  plain  Engliff:. 


The  CASE. 

H  E  latter  End  of  March ,  Mr.  Win - 


i  nington  was  feized,  fuddenly,  with 
a  Shivering,  Head-ach,  great  Latitude, 
with  wandering  Rheumatic  Pains ;  he  went 
to  Bed,  grew  feverifh,  and  was  bled  in  the 
Morning  before  I  had  the  Honour  to  at¬ 
tend  him  :  When  I  came,  I  found  his  Blood 
inflamed,  but  Bleeding  had  relieved  him. 
I  propofed  his  taking  a  little  cooling  Phy- 
fic,  and  obferving  a  low  Regimen  ;  thefe 
Directions  I  thought  neceffary,  in  order  to 
prevent  a  Rheumatic  Fever,  which,  at 
that  Time,  I  apprehended  would  be  the 
Cafe.  The  Phyfic  I  ordered  was  only  a 
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few  Pills  (juft  to  keep  the  Body  open) 
made  of  CaJJia  and  Tamarincs ,  Chryjlals  of 
( Tartar ,  Nitre ,  Jalap,  &c.  as  the  State  of 
the  Diftemper  was  now  no  more  than  a 
general  Cold  (yet  a  common  Cold  is  a  kind 
of  Fever.)  In  this  feverifh  State  Mr.  Win- 
nington  went  into  the  Country. 

On  the  6th  of  April ,  the  Day  of  his 
Return,  I  was  again  fent  for,  when  I  found 
him  in  as  high  a  Fever  as  Man  could  bear: 
Upon  Enquiry  whether  he  had  taken  the 
Phyfic  I  iaft  ordered,  I  found  he  had 
not  ;  and  that  inftead  of  obferving  the 
low  Regimen,  he  had  drank  Wine,  eat 
Meat,  and  lived  after  his  ufual  Manner: 
The  Weather  too,  at  this  Time,  was  very 
unhealthy,  and  produced  inflammatory  Fe¬ 
vers.  Thefe  Caufes  all  co-operating,  and  in 
a  morbid  Conftitution,  naturally  prone  to 
Heat  and  Inflammation,  no  wonder  the 
whole  Mafs  of  Humours  were  fet  on  Fire, 
and  that  an  acute  Fever  enfued.  His  Pulfe 
was  extremely  high,  hard,  and  quick ; 
great  Thirft,  Pains  in  the  Loins,  Head, 
Shoulders,  and  Thighs  ;  his  Water  almoft 
as  red  as  Blood,  coftive,  the  Stomach  and 
Bowels  full  of  Wind,  and  fomething  of  a 
fore  Throat.  I  ordered  ten  or  twelve 
Ounces  of  Blood  to  be  taken  away  imme¬ 
diately  | 
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diately;  Barley-Water,  common  Whey, 
Milk  andWater,  Whey  turned  with  Cream 
of ‘Tartar,  or  Juice  of  Orange ,  were  the 
common  Liquors  I  thought  proper  to  di¬ 
lute  with,  during  the  whole  Courfe  of  the 
Difeafe,  and  which  he  conftantly  drank 
freely  of.  His  Diet,  Sagoe,  Gruels,  Panado, 
Oatmeal-Caudle,  roafted  Apples,  Milk- 
Porridge.'

.  April  7.  In  the  Morning  I  perceived 
the  Symptoms  rather  increafed,  and  that 
a  Sweating  had  begun  in  the  Night.  .  I 
direded  fome  gentle  cooling  Phyfic,  which 
operated  very  flowly,  as  ulual  in  very  high 
Inflammations.  This  Evening  the  Rheu¬ 
matic  Pains  increafed,  but  little  Water 
made,  without  any  breaking,  and  almoft 
as  red  as  Blood. 

April  S.  In  the  Morning  I  was  inform¬ 
ed  he  had  flept  but  little,  and  had  iweated 
profufely  the  preceding  Night.  The  Fe¬ 
ver,  Pains,  Pulfe,  and  Urine,  were  as  high 
as  if  no  Evacuations  had  been  ;  which 
made  me  dired  bleeding  again,  about  ten 
Ounces:  I  ordered  Salts,  and  ABon  Water, 
with  an  Eleduary  made  of  Cafjia ,  Tama - 
rines ,  Nitre,  Chryftflls  of  Tartar ,  and  a- 

bout  ten  Grains  of  J allap  in  each  Dofe, 

which

which  he  took  frequently,  but  was  purged 
with  great  Difficulty.  A  confiderable 
Quantity  of  thefe  Medicines,  I  believe, 
operated  but  three  or  four  Times,  which 
was  the  Reafon  I  would  diredt  no  Opiate 
until  the  Fever  fhould  be  brought  lower 
by  more  Evacuations,  fearing  that  the 
Head,  hitherto  clear,  might  be  aflfedted  by 
the  Membranes  of  the  Brain  inflaming. 
At  Night  he  took  an  Emulfion  of  Al¬ 
monds,  and  the  cooling  Seeds. 

April  9.  I  found  the  Sweats  had  been 
exceffive  in  the  Night,  which  made  me 
think  it  improper  he  fhould  be  confined  to 
his  Bed  ;  and  as  the  profufe  Sweating  was 
not  critical,  but  a  plain  Indication  of  the 
Increafe,  rather  than  Decline,  of  the  Fe¬ 
ver,  I  thought  it  neceflary  to  repeat  the 
Manna  Draught. 

April  10.  The  fame  Difficulty  remain¬ 
ed  of  finding  any  Medicine  that  would 
move  the  Body  :  This  was  my  Reafon 
for  diredting  Glyfters  of  the  Pedtoral  De- 
codtion,  with  Lenitive  Eledtuary ;  befides  a 
Repetition  of  the  purging  Medicines ;  all 
which  produced  but  three  or  four  Mo¬ 
tions  :  I  perceived  one  of  his  Hands  be¬ 
gan  to  fwell  In  the  Evening  the  Fever  was 

higher 
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higher  than  ever,  and  from  the  Pulfe  and 
Water  it  could  not  have  been  judged  there 
had  been  any  Evacuations,  the  one  being 
fo  very  high  coloured,  and  the  other  fo 
extremely  quick  and  full  :  I  directed  a 
Pint  of  the  Emulfion  of  Almonds,  and 
cooling  Seeds,  with  two  or  three  Drams  of 
the  Syrup  of  Poppies.

April  1 1 .  I  was  informed  he  flept  but 
little  in  the  Night,  and  that  his  Sweats, 
increafed ,  efpecially  towards  the  Morning  : 
From  the  Violence  of  the  Symptoms,  I 
thought  proper  to  have  more  Blood  ta¬ 
ken  away,  which  was  exceedingly  inflam¬ 
ed,  and  directed  that  the  cooling  Phyfic 
and  Glyfters  fhould  be  repeated  till  he  had 
fix  or  feven  Motions,  which  with  difficulty 
were  obtained ;  this  Procedure  brought  the 
Symptoms  ffrft  to  decline,  for  in  the  Even¬ 
ing  the  Water  began  to  break,  though  ftill 
very  high-coloured,  the  Pains  abated,  the 
Pulfe  became  more  equal  and  fofter,  and  not 
fo  quick,  the  fwelling  of  his  Hands  increaf¬ 
ed  (which  I  efteemed  a  good  Sign,)  and 
he  feemed  to  have  much  more  Strength 
and  Livelynefs.  I  was  informed  Dr.  Br ox- 
holme  had  attended  in  the  Afternoon,  and 
had  the  Satisfaction  to  hear  that  he  approv¬ 
ed  the  Method  I  had  purfued,  and  was  of 

Opinion 
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Opinion  with  me  that  Bleeding,  Diluting 
and  Purging  (without  Cordial  or  heating 
Medicines)  were  the  proper  Means  in  fuch 
an  inflammatory  Fever.  At  Night  when 
we  met  in  Confultation  he  confirmed  his 
Opinion  to  me,  we  both  liked  the  fwelling 
of  the  Hands,  and  as  his  Water  began  to 
break  and  the  reft  of  the  Symptoms  appear* 
ed  more  favourable,  we  defifted  from  more 
Evacuations,  unlefs  a  Glyfter  for  the  next 
Morning.  We  repeated  the  Emulfion,  and 
alfo  directed  a  little  Pearl  Julep,  with  fome 
Nitre  and  Pearl  in  Powders,  but  without 
any  of  the  Cordial  Waters. 

April  12.  Nothing  was  thought  neceft 
fary  to  be  prefcribed,  unlefs  the  Emulfion 
at  Night. 

April  13.  We  were  informed  that  the 
Sweating  had  returned  in  the  Night  almoft 
as  much  as  ever,  the  Water  had  only  a  light 
Cloud  in  it,  and  was  very  high-coloured, 
the  Fever  feemed  rather  to  rife,  and  the 
Pulfe  was  very  fall  and  fwift :  1  propofed 
Bleeding  again,  perceiving  the  Fever  very 
obftinate,  the  Sweats  increafing,  and  the 
Body  very  difficult  to  be  moved  ;  for  be- 
fides  the  Glyfter  of  two  Ounces  of  Leni- 
tive-Eledtuary,  I  was  obliged  to  give  him 
fome  Salts  in  ASton  Water  to  obtain  even  a 

C  Mo- 
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Motion  or  two.  This  occafioned  Dr.  Brox- 
bolme  and  myfelf  to  think  Bleeding  again  ne- 
ceflary,and  at  Night  to  repeat  the  Emulfion. 

April  14.  We  met  again  in  the  Morn¬ 
ing,  the  Symptoms  were  much  as  the  pre¬ 
ceding  Day,  the  Sweating  in  the  Night 
had  been  fomething  lefs,  the  Hands  rather 
more  fwelled,  but  the  Water  did  not 
break.  Dr.  Broxholme  and  I  agreed  in  Opi¬ 
nion,  That  if  the  Symptoms  of  Inflamma¬ 
tion  did  not  increafe,  we  might  without 
danger  omit  Bleeding  •>  and  indeed  if  it 
could  poflibly  be  avoided,  I  thought  taking 
away  much  Blood  from  Mr.  Winnington 
in  that  Condition  very  improper,  being 
apprehenfive  it  might  bring  on  a  Dropfy, 
which  is  often  the  Confequence  of  too  great 
an  Effufion  of  Blood  ;  yet  by  being  too 
cautious  of  fplitting  on  this  Rock,  the  In¬ 
flammation  often  treacheroufly  gains  the  All 
fcendant,  and  the  Patient  dyes  of  a  Mor¬ 
tification,  the  fatal  End  of  almoft  all  Inflam¬ 
mations,  Hi  omnes  moriuntur  quafi  morbo 
pejlilentiali, \Ioqeru a av y. .  Though  we  de¬ 
luded  from  Bleeding,  we  were  fenfible  he 
muft  not  be  buffered  to  remain  coftive,  for 
which  reafon  the  Glyfters  were  continued, 
nor  were  they  fufficient  without  fome  cool¬ 
ing  P hylic.  I  had  now  the  Unhappinefs 

to 
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to  be  deprived  of  the  Afliftance  of  this 
learned  Gentleman,  by  his  return  into  the 
Country,  and  to  whofs  known  Honour  I 
fhall  refer  for  the  Truth  of  this  Part  of  the 
Narrative. 

April  15.  Mr.  Winnington  continued 
much  in  the  fame  way  as  when  Dr.  Brox- 
holme  left  him,  only  the  Rheumatic  Pains 
abated,  though  the  Fever  ftill  continued ; 
the  Medicines  the  fame. 

April  16.  The  W^ter  fuddenly  grew  pale, 
and  the  Quantity  was  very  great.  I  perceived 
his  Hearing  was  not  fo  good,  nor  had  he 
flept  as  he  ufed  to  do  in  the  Day,  and 
after  he  went  to  Bed  till  two  in  the  Morn¬ 
ing.  He  had  three  or  four  Motions  this 
Day  from  the  cooling  Phyfic, 

April  17.  He  flept,  and  as  I  thought 
rather  too  much,  it  appearing  to  me  fome- 
thing  lethargic  $  his  Thirfl:  was  very  great, 
the  Tongue  and  Lips  parched,  the  Afpedt 
bad,  with  great  Weaknefs,  but  the  Pulfe 
very  hard  and  quick,  and  beat  as  if  they 
prefaged  an  Haemorrhage ;  his  Hands  were 
very  arid,  and  when  prefled  by  mine  dis¬ 
covered  a  piercing  Heat :  Upon  confidering 
thefe  Symptoms,  I  was  fome  Time  dubious 

C  2  whether 
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whether  I  had  not  been  too  remifs  in  Eva¬ 
cuations,  and  whether  I  had  not  trufted 
too  much  to  the  fwelling  of  the  Hands ; 
but  I  was  foon  convinced  of  what  I  before 
apprehended,  for  the  Blood  gufhed  from 
his  Noftrils,  and  a  few  Hours  after  he  bled 
again  :  Hence  it  was  demonftrable,  that  let 
the  quantity  of  Blood  loft  before,  be  what  it 
would, yet  the  Inflammation  rofe  and  feebly 
attempted  a  Crifis.  I  was  now  convinced 
it  was  fomething  more  than  a  common 
Rheumatic  Fever,  the  great  quantity  of 
Wind  in  the  Stomach,  the  pale  crude 
.Water,  the  parched  Lips  and  dry  Tongue, 
the  fwift  hard  Pulfe,  the  pale  wan  Afpedt, 
the  great  Thirft,  Deafnefs,  and  laftly,  the 
great  difficulty  of  any  Medicines  moving 
the  Body  downwards  ;  thefe  Symptoms, 
confidered  together,  induced  me  to  tell 
Mr.  Wmmngton  that  I  believed  fomething 
more  remained,  and  defiring  to  examine 
his  Throat,  I  there  found  what  I  feared, 
the  Aphthae,  or  /Egyptian  or  Syrian  Ulcer, 
as  termed  by  the  Ancients,  but,  in  our 
Language,  the  Thrufh  •  a  Difeafe  fcarcely 
obferved  bv  our  modern  Writers  in  Phyflc. 
1  he  Mouth,  Tongue,  Gums,  and  Infide  of 
Fie  Lips  were  yet  free  and  untouched,  and  as 
the  Ulcers  were  now  white,  and  not  very 
denfe,  I  imagined  if  the  Fever  which  gover¬ 
ned  them  could  be  kept  under,  there  would 

be 
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be  littleDahger  ;  for  this  reafon  I  difcontinu- 
ed  even  fo  light  an  Opiat  as  the  Emulfion, 
and  determined  to  pufh  the  Evacuations  far¬ 
ther  in  the  Morning  :  I  ordered  his  Throat 
to  be  frequently  gargled  with  Honey  of  Ro- 
fes,  and  the  peftoral  Decoftion  made  a  little 
acid  with  the  Spirits  of  Vitriol,  and  the 
Ulcers  to  be  touched  with  the  Honey  of 
Rofes  and  Nitre,  to  drink  freely  of  com¬ 
mon  Whey,  Milk  and  Water,  the  Diet 
to  remain  as  ufual. 

April  1 8.  I  found  the  Thrulh  rather  in¬ 
creased,  and  that  the  Haemorrhage  had  not 
in  the  leaft  controuled  the  Fever,  the  Pulfe 
being  harder  and  fwifter  than  I  had  ever 
obferved  them  in  the  Mornings,  fince  the 
five  firft  Days.  I  ordered  him  to  be  Bled, 
and  as  the  Sweating  unhappily  continued, 
thought  it  proper  to  take  away  a  larger 
Quantity  than  I  had  ever  done  before ;  I  be¬ 
lieve  it  was  about  fourteen  Ounces;  the  Blood 
flew  as  if  it  were  fy  ringed  out  of  his  Arm,  and 
appeared  worfe  than  any  before.  He  had 
I  think  two  Motions  the  preceding  Night, 
and  five  this  Day  by  Glyfters  and  cooling 
Phyfic,  and  fome  of  the  Thrufh  fell  and 
came  away ;  the  Phyfic  operated  with  more 
Eafe  than  I  had  ever  obferved  before,  which 
in  my  Opinion  was  a  favourable  Prognoftic, 

but 
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but  fhewed  that  the  Thrufh  went  through 
the  Body.  This  Afternoon  the  Pulfe  was 
fofter,  and  not  fo  quick,  the  W^ater  not 
quite  fo  pale,  nor  in  fo  large  a  Quantity, 
and  was  a  little  feparated. 

April  1 8.  I  was  informed  that  in  the 
Night  the  Sweats  returned ;  that  he  bled 
again  at  the  Note,  and  in  the  Morning 
brought  up  fome  Blood,  whether  from  his 
Head,  Lungs,  or  Throat,  I  cannot  deter¬ 
mine,  This  fatisfied  me  that  it  was  necef- 
fary  to  take  away  about  feven  Ounces  of 
Blood  more,  which  iffued  very  freely, 
and  was  much  inflamed  :  Part  of  the 
Thrufh  fell  whenever  it  was  fyringed,  but 
returned  again,  and  the  Pulfe  remained 
much  in  the  fame  State  as  Yefterday  •  the 
Refpiration  was  deep  and  interrupted',  es¬ 
pecially  when  he  flept,  which  was  rather 
more  than  natural,  and  with  great  Inqui¬ 
etude  ;  he  would  frequently  get  up,  and 
ftand,  or  walk  ;  and  when  he  firft  rofe  ge¬ 
nerally  made  Water.  He  now  began  to 
expedtoi  ate,  and  what  he  did  was  pretty 
cafj  Phis  Evening  Or.  Broxholme  came 
to  Town,  and  when  we  met,  both  had  ftill 
Hopes  of  his  Recovery.  We  diredfed  a 
Repetition  of  the  Glyfters,  and  ordered 
two  lmall  Blifters  to  the  Arms  ;  and  pro¬ 
vided 
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vided  the  former  fhould  not  have  a  pro¬ 
per  Effeft,  a  Diflblution  of  Manna  and 
Nitre ,  and  Rob  of  Elder ,  in  a  DecoCtion 
of  Figs,  Raifins,  &c .  The  Thrufh  made 
no  Progrefs  ;  but  none  came  away  by 
Stool.  Dr.  Broxholme ,  and  myfelf,  agreed 
that'  Cordials,  Volatiles,  and  what  are 
termed  nervous  Medicines,  were  improper, 
(notwithftanding  he  had  now  frequently 
Spafms)  becaufe  of  the  intenfe  Heat  and 
Putrefaction  of  the  Humours. 

April  19.  This  Day  pafled  much  as 
the  former,  and  although  the  Thrufh 
increafed  a  little,  at  Night  we  had  ftjll 
Hopes. 

April  20.  This  Morning  all  the  Symp¬ 
toms  remained  much  in  the  fame  State, 
only  the  Water  was  fomething  higher  co¬ 
loured  :  But,  in  the  Afternoon  the  Thrufh 
came  forward,  fpread  over  moft  Part  of 
his  Mouth,  even  to  the  Infide  of  the 
Lips,  and  was  more  opaque  and  yellowifh. 
I  immediately  left  the  Room  -y  and  Mrs. 
Majham ,  observing  my  Surprize,  faid,  I 
feemed  frighted  :  I  replied,  I  was,  for 
that  Mr.  Winningtotf  s  Fate  depended  on 
the  Event  of  Four  and  Twenty  Hours. 
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I  told  the  Lady  I  fhould  propole  a 
purging  Medicine  ;  and  if  five  or  fix  tho¬ 
rough  Motions  could  be  obtained  between 
that  Time  and  the  Morrow  Morning,  and 
Part  of  the  Thrufh  be  brought  away,  he 
might  yet  recover}  becaufe  1  apprehen¬ 
ded  the  Difeafe  was  come  to  a  Crifis ;  if 
not,  I  feared  he  would  die  before  the  next 
Night.  Dr.  Broxholme  was  alfo  of  this 
Opinion,  and  we  d i reded  an  Infufion  of 
Senna,  with  Manna,  Nitre,  Salts,  &c.  and 
it  lo  fell  out,  that  the  Circumftances  of  the 
Difeafe  required  the  gentled  kind  of  Phy- 
fic  that  could  be  devifed :  And  that  we 
might  be  allured  of  not  going  beyond 
the  Strength  of  the  Patient,  and  yet  far 
enough  to  obtain  our  Point  in  View,  we 
ordered  only  a  Spoonful  to  be  taken  at 
a  Time,  till  fo  many  Motions  were  pro¬ 
cured,  but  to  flop  when  that  was  effedted. 
The  Lady  earned  ly  enquired,  if  Dr.  Brox¬ 
holme,  or  I,  could  think  of  any  other  Me¬ 
dicine.  We  replied,  we  could  not,  and 
then  parted,  after  having  appointed  Nine 
in  the  Morning  for  our  next  Meeting. 

Before  Twelve  that  Night,  I  received  a 
Letter  from  Mr.  Wilton,  (who  faithfully 
attended  his  Matter  during  his  whole  111- 
nefs)  to  inform  me  that  Mr.  Winnington 
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began  to  be  faint,  fwallowed  with  great 
Difficulty,  and  defired  ‘  to  know  what 
ifiould  be  given  to  fupport  him.  I  fent 
Word,  only  to  continue  the  laft  Medicine*, 
About  Three  o’Clock  I  was  fent  for,  to 
meet  Dr.  Broxholme ,  and  Sir  Edward 
Hulfe .  When  I  came,  I  found  Sir  Ed¬ 
ward  with  feveral  Draughts  by  him  on 
the  Table,  which  he  had  prefcribed. 
He  told  me,  that  he  had  known  the 
Bark,  and  Alum,  of  which  thefe  MedL 
cines  were  compofed,  of  great  Service  in 
&  Diabetes.  I  replied,  that  neither  Dr, 
Broxholme ,  or  myfelf,  had  any  Regard  to 
the  Water,  which  proceeded  from  the  State 
of  the  Difeafe  $  but  that  we  wholly  con¬ 
fined  ourfelves  to  the  Thrufh,  which  was 
now  growing  dry,  the  Refpiration  fhorter^ 
and  the  Pulfe  falling.  He  preffed  the 
giving  thefe  Medicines  :  I  told  him, 
that  notwithstanding  I  thought  them  very 
improper  in  the  prefent  State  of  fuch  a 
Difeafe,  yet  he  had  my  Confent  to  give 
them,  or  any  other,  fince  I  was  at  the 
End  of  my  judgment,  nor  could  take 
upon  me  to  fuggeft  any  Thing.  How¬ 
ever,  I  obferved,  that  if  he  took  any  Af» 
tringents,  he  could  not  live  many  Hours. 
I  then  took  Leave,  and  left  my  Honou¬ 
rable  Friend  and  Patient  in  the  Hands  of 
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Sir  Edward ,  and  never  faw  him  more.  I 
am  informed,  that  he  fell  into  a  cold 
profufe  Sweat,  and  died  at  Ten  in  the 
Morning. 


The  Reader  will  pleafe  to  obferve, 
that  in  the  State  of  this  Cafe,  I  have 
confined  myfelf  merely  to  Fafts,  and  have 
referved  all  argumentative  Juftification  of 
my  Practice,  till  fome  learned  Gentle¬ 
man  of  the  Faculty  fhall  think  proper 
to  difpute  the  Rectitude  of  it. 

Thus  ftands  the  loud- clamoured  Cafe  of 
Mr.  Winnington  :  If  I  have  introduced  any 
Thing  new  either  in  the  Difcipline  or  Prac¬ 
tice  of  Phyfic  in  this  Kingdom,  not  fuppor- 
ted  by  vain  Hypothefes,  but  founded  upon 
Reafon,  and  agreeable  to  the  Maxims  of 
the  Ancients,  I  fee  no  Reafon,  why  I 
fhould  be  oppofed  in  fo  outragious  a 
Manner  :  But,  if  I  have  erred,  it  muft  be 
confefied,  that  I  have  now  generoufly 
given  my  Enemies  an  Opportunity  of 
indulging  their  Malice.  And,  indeed,  when 
it  is  confidered,  how  intimately  the  Wel¬ 
fare  of  Mankind  depends  on  a  right  Prac¬ 
tice

tice  in  Phyfic,  it  is  certainly  the  Duty  of 
every  Profeflor  to  expofe  all  Deviations 
from  it.  It  therefore  remains  with  my 
Accufers,  either  to  juftify  their  Clamour 
by  my  Conviction,  or  eftablifh  my  Repu¬ 
tation  by  their  Confufion. 

I  flatter  myfelf,  in  this  Cafe,  I  have  the 
Weapons  both  of  Reafon  and  Authority 
for  my  Guard,  and  with  thefe  fhall  en¬ 
deavour  to  maintain  my  Opinion  againft 
any  fair  Opponent,  who,  if  fo  fortunate 
as  to  difarm  me,  fhall  find  me  ready 
enough  to  acknowledge  his  Phyfical  Su¬ 
periority.  I  do  not  mean  by  this  to  en¬ 
ter  the  Lifts,  with  the  buzzing  Tribe  of 
Grubjlreet  Pamphleteers,  or  anonymous 
Libellers,  whofe  End  in  Writing  is  ra¬ 
ther  to  afperfe,  than  inform ;  nor  fhall  I 
think  it  incumbent  on  me  to  take  Notice 
of  any  Piece,  that  has  not  the  Sanction  of 
a  Name,  which  may  fpare  my  Blufh  in  the 
Contention. 

Should  I  on  this  melancholly  SubjeCt 
acquit  myfelf  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the 
Public,  it  would  prove  but  poor  Confo- 
lation  for  the  Lofs  of  fo  valuable  a  Friend  ; 
yet  it  is  to  be  hoped  my  approved  In¬ 
nocence  will  add  forpe  Degree  of  Weight 

to 
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to  my  Credibility,  when  I  fhall  recriminate 
on  my  Accufers,  and  convince  Mankind, 
on  the  Authority  of  fome  late  Cafes ,  that 
common  Honefty  is  not  always  effential  to 
the  prefent  Practice  of  Phyfic,  nor  Om- 
nifcience  the  Charadteriftic  of  fome  emi¬ 
nent  Profeffors  of  it. 
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The  only  Motive  that  can  induce  me 
to  trouble  the  Public,  is  an  Ambition  to 
fee  fuch  a  Difcipline  and  Practice  in  Phy- 
fic  eftablifhed,  as  may  prove  of  general 
Utility.  An  Ambition,  I  hope,  becom¬ 
ing  an  honeft  Man,  who  profelfes  a  difin- 
terefted  Obedience  to  Reafon  and  Expe¬ 
rience,  and  contends  for  Truth  only,  not 
Triumph.. 
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
